to rink any money in rental units here when 
he had the knoy,iedge that a wiyus.e wee 
army camp could be closed down and tue 
deniund Lor housing would melt away. Those 
With rental units knew what happened two 
times before when Camp Rucker closed. 
‘heir apartments went begging and rents 
{tumbled to a point where there wasn’t even 
a fair return tor the property owner. 

Now all that has changed. Camp Ruck- 
cr was designated Fort Rucker and made a 
permauent luilitary installation. It strength- 
ens the backbone of the entire Wiregrass 
economy. Merchants, business men, prop- 
erty owners and other groups can count on 
this big payroll indefinitely. They can plan 
for the big influx on an indefinite basis and 
in this way handle it more comfortably 
without disiocating the civilian population 
and at the same time providing better facili- 
ties for service men and their families, 

y Around Elba the demand for low cost 
housing units can’t be definitely assessed. 


> 


No one can even guess how many two and 


three bhedrcom houses could be rented. But 


there definitely is a shortage. Investment 
capital is bound to be attracted to this field 
now that a fluctuating influence has been 
replaced with a known factor. 

Persons employed at Fort Rucker, and 
{here are a good many who commute daily 
to the army post, now feel more secure in 
their jobs and will be able to plan on steady 
work for a period as long as they satisfac- 
vavily do their jobs. In turn they will be able 


to plan a home, buy furniture and look into | 


the ‘uture with a feeling of much more se- 
curity. 

Where townspeople will prebably feel 
the pinch is in the field of services such as 
carpentry, plumbing and wiring. With the 
leyge seale construction that should take 
place in converting Fort Rucker to a per- 
manent military installation, the shortage 


of tradesmen will in all likelihood be felt| 
more acutely in coming months. Carpenters, | 
eleetvicians and plumbers, lured to the mili- | 
tary post by attractive wage scales, will | 


leave a gap in services available locally. 


But we are not complaining. As long)

Arguments Made for Goodwyn Tax Amendment 


(Condensed from an article by Fred Taylor 
in the Birmingham News) 

With school forces stepping up their 

activity for passage of the Goodwyn ad- 
justed gross income tax amendment on Dec, 
6, it is time to bring out the arguments for 
and against the legislation. Speaking over 
the state in support of the measure, Rep. 
Joe Goodwyn of Montgomery, chief author 
of the bill, devotes much of his time ex- 
piaining to business men exactly what the 
bill provides. 
“A number of business men have be- 
lieved chat this is a gross receipts tax, when 
actually it’s a net profits tax,’ he is quoted. 
“The Goouwyn amendment does not pro- 
poce to levy a gross income tax anything 
like as high as the present state income tax. 
And 1i \ould only be a drop in the bucket 
as c...pared to the federal income tax.” 

Ucodwyn continually cites the propos- 
ed rates in the bill, which start out at $5 
cen gioss income of more than $1,000 but 
not over $2,000. It is graduated upward 
with those making $10,000 paying $75; 
those making $50,000 paying $1484; and 
tho © making $100,000 and over paying 
$3456.50 plus .015 per cent of income in ex- 
ce:s of $100,000. The rate is the same on 
individuals and corporations and rates are 
limited in the bill. 

Rep. Gootwyn cantends his plan is 
more teasible than stepping up rates in the 
present income tax. Reason, he says, is the 
r ; income tax will reach 980,000 indivi- 
duais and corporations whereas the present 
state income levy hits only 167,000. 

“This is the fairest plan considered in 
the Legislature whereby just about every 
person and every corporation will share a 
proportionate part in this $30 million in- 
crease for education,” he added. 

On the sales tax he said, ‘I don’t think 
the s#les tax is fair as between people with 
small incomes and those with large incomes. 


And, furthermore, it will not give corpora- 
tions of this state an opportunity to contri- 
bute their fair 
schools.” 

Rep. Goodwyn says the gioss income 
tax plan is greatly to be preferred over four 
alternatives he says the Legislature must. 
face when the lawmakers are reconvened 
in January, if the Goodwyn amendment 
should be defeated. 

“They are,” he declared, “to levy an 
additional 1 1-2 percent sales tax to get $30 


null-on more for schools. I prefer this plan | 


least of all and I don’t believe the legista- 
‘ture will levy it. 

“Uv Iknock out all the 46 exemptions 
on industrial and farm items under the 3 
ver cent sales tax. 

“Or, remove some of these exemptions 
and repeal the state law which permits 
those paying federal income taxes td claim 
the amount paid in computing state income 
axes (under the already existing state in- 
come tax law.) 

“Or, increase the present state income 
tazxx on individuals and corporations to a flat 
5 per cent—possibly more—to get the mo- 
ney for schools.” 

(Individuals now pay state income tax- 
es on 1ates ranging from 1 1-2 to 5 per cent, 
vith the rate on corporations limited to 3 
per eent, based on allowable exemptions.) 

About the controversial retroactive 
feature of the bill, Goodwyn states, “It has 
to be retroactive because, whether wise or 
not, we started out the schools this Fall on 
an accelerated basis, with the teachers be- 
lig given pay raises. 


“And it was necessary to make this 


gross income tax effective as of last Jan. 1 
to get the additional money, or levy some 
interim tax, such as increasing the present 
3 per cent sales tax or removing exemptions 
under the sales tax.” 


Opposition Explains Why Goodwyn Bill Shouldn’t Pass 


(Condensed from article by Hugh Sparrow 
in Birmingham News) 

In discussing the arguments against 
the Goodwyn retroactive income tax amend- 
mnient to be voted on Dec. 6 opponents make 
these points: 

During the 10-year interval (1945-55) 
enroliment in the schools has increased 10 
per cent while the number of teachers has 
increased 18.9 per cent. 

While enrollment was increasing 10 per 
cent and the number of teachers almost 19 
per cent, ine state’s expenditure for public 
education was increasing more than 400 per 
cent (from $20 1-2 million in 1944-45 to 
$83.7 million in 1954-55). 

Comparing Alabama with other states 
insofar as amount spent for public educa- 
tion shows that the state expended 2.17 of 
its total income for schooling. The average 
for all states was 2.05. Yet Alabama’s per 
capita income in 1953, third from the low- 
est, was only $1012 compared to $1639, the 
average for the entire nation. Alabama was 
24th on the list in percentage of total in- 
come expended for education. _ 

This shows Alabama is doing some- 
thing for its schools in comparison to the 
rest of the country. 

Figures sho that even if the Goodwyn 
amendme’t i: ce*eated, schools should re- 
main in good financial shape at least for 
severel months after the election. : 

There was a surplus of almost $5 mil- 
lion in the Alabama Special Education 
Trust Fund at the close of the 1954-55 fis- 
cal year, That has been carried forward as 
a fund balance. 

Then, too, official budget estimates are 


that the schools will receive a $12 million 
net from the withholding tax. 

Every individual income earner in Ala- 
bama will have to pay a double state income 
tax in 1956. One will be his 1955 tax, the 
other the 1956 state income tax, to be de- 


ucted from the earner’s salary on a week- 


ly or monthly basis. 

For one year, therefore, schools will 
receive almost double the normal revenues 
from the income tax. This is what is known 
as a one time or “windfall” collection. 

A 3 per cent tax on receipts of hotels 
and motels will bring schools an estimated 
$4 million a year. In addition, it is estimated 
that taxes already levied for schools will 
troduce $5 million a year more than in 1954- 
55. 

All in all, there should be an increase 
of almost $25 million during the current 
year for schools, That should be enough to 
enable schools to operate on the present ex- 
panded basis almost to the year’s end.
